Children of God ; aſtoniſh- 
ed by that voice which 
ſpoke to my heart, I an- 
{wered, Lord,let me know 
the truth ; and after I had 
ſeveral times inſtantly 
begged that favour from 
the Lord, his Divine Pro- 


vidence preſented me two 
Pooks, 


proved Heretick. , 125 
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Books, The Perpetrity of Faith, 
written by one Claxde Miniſter 
living at Paris 3 and Calvin's 
Inftitutions 3 and after I had cx- 
amined , and compar'd thele 
two Books with the holy Scrip- 
ture, and diſcours'd fome few 
days with the ſaid Claude, Mi- 
niſter, I found that this inward 
voice which {poke to my Heart 
was true; therefore leaving my 
hiſt reſolution 1 came into Eng- 


Ld, not that I might bring un- * 


to the Roman Church thoſe that 
I ſhould find ſcparatcd; from 
her , but that I might ſeparate 
them, thatl ſhould tind of that 
Communion. 

I thank God , becauſe he 
made me know thc truth, and I
